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FOREWORD, 


In the compilation of this .histery the compilers' aim 
has been to give to the members and public at large a concise 
resumé of the activities of the Delaware County Institute of 
Science during its one hundred years of scientific promotion in 
Delaware Ceunty, Pa.,  $appearing in the original records, min- 
utes, etc., as has been handed down from the year 1833, when the 
Institute of Science became an established factor in the history 
of Delaware County. 

Much could be written in connection with the good and the 
sacrifices made by its officers and members during the period be- 
tween 1833 and 1933, but the bare facts only are given in this vol- 
ume, that it may be a true picture of the important proceedings of 
this honorable body, without any embellishments to mar its true 
worth, 

Where the matter is enclosed in “quotation marks" it is in ver- 
batim as written in the records, spelling and otherwise; other parts 
have been re-written more concisely, 5° that the bare facts are 
preserved for future generations, 
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CHAPTER I, 


The Early Organization, ® 
183321835 | 


The thirst for scientific knowledge struck little Delaware 
Ceunty about the same time as it became the theme in other parts of 
eur Colonies, but it was not until the year 1833 that the first con- 
crete action was taken looking towards the organization of a society 
having for its object to "promote scientific endeavour’ among the 
inhabitants of the County." 


The Delaware County Institute of Science was the outcome 
of several meetings held in the then Borough of Chester, during the 
early part of that year, by members of the old Union Library, of 
Upper Providence Township, and citizens from other parts of the 
County, Among the enthusiastic embyro scientists were Hdward Dar- 
lington, Esq., John K. Zeilin, Esq., Minshall Painter and Dr. Sam- 
uel Anderson. These gentlemen, after numerous meetings, decided to 
organize themselves inte a society along scientific lines and es- 
tablish a ‘Cabinet of Natural Sciences,’ similar to other societies 
being organized at that period. | 


The first meeting, of which there is record, was held at 


Chester, on the 9th day of May, 1833, at which meeting it was decided 
to take under "consideration the propriety of forming a society to es 


tablish a ‘Cabinet of Natural Sciences of Delaware County'a 


Another meeting was held on the 26th day of August, of the 
same year, pursuant to the following call:

The next record of the new organization is found in the 
issue of August 30th, 1833, of the Delaware County Republican (Voll, 
Neo. 1), a weekly publication issued every Friday morning, by Y. 5. 
Walter,"in the Village of Darby, Belaware County, Pa., at Two Del- 
lars per annum, of which One Dollar must invariably be paid in advance. 
The advertisement reads as follows:

extract follows: 


"George liiller, of Upper Providence, was one of the found- 
“ers of the Union Library, from which evolved the 'Del- 
"aware County Institute of Science’, and that organiza- 
"tien was first called ‘Cabinet of Natural Sciences of 
"Delaware County", The change was made on the 21st of 
"September, 1833, vy George Miller, his son, John Miller, 
"Geerge Smith, Minshall Painter and John Cassin, who 
"voted to change to the 'Delaware County Institute of

The Union Library, above referred to, was organized by a 
ereun of the Society of Friends, headed by Thomas Bishop, about” the 
year 1800, and is reputed to have been the first in Pennsylvania, 
The puilding in which the original library was located was situated 
along Ridley Creek, at Sycamore Mills, and is still standing there 
to-day, and is used as a studio. The books of this library,after 
the formation of the Institute , became the property of that society 
and those volumes are still among its prized possessions, 
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The original Constitution, above referred to, consisted 
of a Preamble, setting forth its motive and hopes, together with 
five chapters of rules, for the government of the body, This was 
signed by all members joining the society, and begins on the 21st 
of September, 1833. Among these who signed at the first meeting 
were George Miller, Jr., Minshall Painter, John Miller, Geo. Smith, 
and John Cassin, : 


In the issue of September 27th, 1833, of the Delaware Coun 
Republican, of Darby, appears the following advertisement, which 
for the first time is captioned with the title of "Delaware County 
Institute of Science" and reads as follows:
